favorably reported from the House com- 
mittee of agriculture.

Information for Farmers 

“A bureau of markets,” says Senator 
Smith, “would enable every farmer in 
the country to find out precisely what 
is being done in all parts of the country 
in the line of producing crops for market. 
If a certain farmer is interested in 
apples, for instance, the bureau of 
markets would give him regular and re- 
liable information as to the condition | 
of the apple crop in every part of the 
country, and as to the demand in the 
large consuming centers. The apple 
growers of one section would be brought 


into close touch with those of all other | 


sections, and even the small producers 
would be given information that will 
enable them to market their crop to 
the best advantage, 

“Take the egg market in Denmark by 
way of illustrating what I have in mind. 
An organization of egg producers was 
made in that country, under government 
aid. The government undertook to se- 
cure for the benefit of the egg producers 
detailed information as to the supply 
and demand all over Europe. The result 
was that the egg industry was greatly 
stimulated, until it now shows an in- 
crease Of more than 100 per cent above 
its condition prior to the establishment 
by the government of the egg market 
bureau. Not only that, but the Danish 
egg producers are getting better prices 
than ever before for their products, all 
waste of distribution being eliminated. 
while the consumers are paving no more. 
and in some instances are actually pay- 
ing less. 

“What has been done in Denmark for 
the egg industry, | would have 
the United States for every staple crop 
that the farmer produces. 
inate waste, and as a result the farmer 
wil] get more for his products, while the 
consumers Will pay no more than at 
present, and ir numerous instarces wil! 
pay less.” 


In other words, Senator Smith makes 


‘egg producers and the consumers of that 


article of food in all parts of Europe. 
Of course, the new parcel post would 
cut quite a large figure in the scheme 
that woukl be worked out by a bureau 
of markets. 

Senator Smith has given a good deal 
of thought to the question of working 
out the details of a market bureau, and 
in speaking about those details the other 
day, he said: 

“While the bureau would begin in a 
small way, and yradually develop to a 
point of high efficiency, I believe that 
it Would be of value from the very 
first. Ultimately however it would in 
all probability locate a representative in 
every big city of theo country, who would 
put himself in close touch with the 
commission houses. Then there would 
be traveling men to gather up neces- 
sary information in all parts of the 
country and report it to the bureau for 
distribution among the farmers gener- 
ally. The bureau would also put itself 
with associations of farmers 
who produce fruit, eggs, vegetables and 
other crops. 

“The information gathered in this and 
in various other ways would be promptly 
distributed to the farmers by mail or 
by wire or by both means. There would 
as a,result be no more sending of market 
products to certain large cities in excess 
of the ability of those cities to consume, 
while in other cities-there is at the same 
moment a shortage.. There could be an 
even distribution, based on accurate in- 
formation and a minimum of waste of gll 
kinds, with a resultant increase of profits 
to the producer without increasing the 
cost to the consumer.”

CHIPPENDALE MANY SIDED 
IN HIS FURNITURE TASTES. 


HOMAS CHIPPENDALE, Who has been called “The Most Famous of 
English Cabinet-Makers,” was not bigssed with great originality, or, 
if he was, he was too timid to depend upen it tb any extent, writes 
He excelled rather in the 
quality of discrimination and the ability to adapt successfully the styles 
of other makers, shaping them to his own tastes and inclinations; and 
often improving upon them structurally, at any rate, if not artistically. 
Chippendale was many-sided in jis tastes, and sought wide variety 
in the fields in which he browsed for inspiration. It seems to have been 
his fixed determination to get as far away as possible from tne English 
furniture styles of all preceding epochs; and he certainly succeeded in 
so doing. Notwithstanding this revolutionary attitude, he retained and 
constantly made use of certain features employed by his predecessors. 
One of these was the cabriole, or bandy leg, the introduction of 


ain and! which some have mistakenly ascribed to Chippendale, while others have 


altogether ignored his frequent use of i¢—for his more expensive chairs 
he used it almost altogether, as the drawings in his book of published 
lesigns will prowe—choosing to consider only his straight-legged chairs 
and tables; though how they could close their eyes to the innumerable 
cabriole representatives is a mystery.

Jt remained for that great pioneer 
Egyptology, Champollion, to continue the 
work more helpfully.

| A NATIONAL income tax law, by vote of the 
requisite number of states of the American

and | tional. Thus the Democratic party, right at 


the threshold of its power, is met by an 
Wealth opportunity of carrying out the system of fis- 
anita : cal reforms of which its champions have been 
Distribution dreaming for years. For the right to incor- 
porate 4nto the statutes an enactment that 
will tax incomes carries with it the privilege 
of overturning, to a large extent, the methods by which national 
revenues are at present obtained. The accumulated wealth of the 
nation, as represented by the private fortunes of its people, and, 
unfortunately, as represented largely by the private fortunes of a 
fraction of its people, becomes, under the operation of the new amend- 
ment to the constitution, a practically untapped source of revenue. 

The fact that the earned increment of the nation has its rights, 
and that these rights are sacred, must not be treated lightly. Worthy 
of equal recognition is the fact that this-same increment has its 
obligations. Justice is the thing sought, and anything less than jus- 
tice will profit neither those who have not nor those who have. The 
unearned increment of the nation must be dealt with justly also, but 
from a different standpoint. Wealth is piling up to dangerous 
heights in quarters where there has been neither sowing nor planting. 
It is getting beyond the bounds of private control, on the one hand; 
it is crying for public control, on the other. 

Whatever may be said for a protective tariff, nothing can be 
conscientiously said for the abuses that have grown out of it. In 
many respects, the internal revenue of the country is not anything 
to be proud of. It is not well that the United States should depress 
honest toil and worthy effort abroad, or that it should assist in the 
debasement and demoralization of humanity at home, in order to 
enjoy what 1s commonly and falsely called national prosperity. 
Industry should nowhere be penalized, vice should nowhere be 
rewarded—nor need they be—that the government at Washington 
may be enabled to disburse a billion a year. 

The new constitutional amendment will epable the Democratic 
party to signalize its return to power by the enactment of legislation 
as much needed and as beneficent as any the nation has ever known. 
[t can lighten the burden of the poor without imposing a wrongful 
burden upon the rich. It can shift the cost of government from the 
shoulders of those who have nothing or little to the shoulders of 
those who have enough and to spare. It can compel wealth to 
assume its tair share of responsibility for the upkeep of the nation 
in which it has been amassed. It can make unnecessary the imposi- 
tion of taxes that retard the rising of the majority by the levying of 
a tax that will prevent the growth of an oligarchy. Wall the Democ- 
racy rise to the occasion, to its marvelous opportunity, and do it? 
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Ir 18 proposed by a Missouri state senator that trains within 
the borders of that commonwealth stop and take on melons wherever 
a consignment of them may be visible at any station along the right 
of way. He is right, at all events, in his conclusion, that melons for 
the common people in the United States regently, have not received 
enough attention.

not drawing at all upon the regular earnings of the company. [his 
comes to them by reason of the payments into the general treasury 
of money due the parent concern by its recently detached subsid- 
iaries. It appears that the Standard Oil shareholders have scarcely 
been able to reinvest one dividend of this kind since the dissolution 
decision before another has come along. It is estimated on Wall 
street that no less than $50,000,000 has been divided among the

shareholders since the trust was declared illegal. 

It would be possible to comment upon this paradox to the extent 
of columns, but that has been done already. Of more immediate 
interest is the prevailing price of certain Standard Oil products and 
the tendencies of the same. The latter are decidedly upward. Crude 
oil is climbing. Gasoline is jumping. There is much perturbation 
in motor circles. Nobody knows just where the prices for fuel gas 
are going to go. Everything, it might be said, is in a state of inter- 
nal combustion. 

Just how it could be managed it is not for any outsider to say, 
but. it would seem to.the disinterested observer a good stroke of 
policy for the Standard Oil Company to suspend its extra dividends 
for a while and let the motorists share just to a small degree 1n its 
prosperity. Why would it not, for instance, be a good idea to check, 
suspend, stop all extra dividends long enough to enable it to make a 
flat rate of 10 cents a gallon for at least one more joyous summer 
season? In the meantime the motorists might be preparing them- 
selves for emergencies, while the extra dividend beneficiaries could 
find compensation in looking forward to another melon crop next 
fall and winter.

If a man does not spend at least as much time in actively and 
definitely thinking about what he has read as he has spent in reading 
he is simply insulting his author. If he does not submit himself to intel- 
lectual and emotional fatigue in classifying the communicated ideas, 
and in emphasizing on his spirit the imprint of the communicated emo- 
tions, then reading, with him, is a pleasant pastime and nothing else. 


The best written book is the one that most clearly reveals the 
precise thought of its author. The best read book is the one that 
most vigorously provokes reflection on the part of the reader. And 
reflection usually implies meditation, and ‘meditation solitude. 
[Lincoln’s small collection of borrowed and laboriously earned books 
did more for him than all Boston’s and Cambridge's libraries did for 
Edward Everett when it came to formation of an enduring style in 
spoken speech; witness the comparative fates of their speeches at 
Gettysburg in 1863. Lincoln's seeming poverty was only seeming; 
for with but a few classics of English literature at his disposal he 
appropriated their greatness through meditation upon their form and 
content. Many a youth today 1s vacuous because voracious. He 
tastes many writings and assimilates none. The reader who would 
not have ephemerality and superficiality writ large upon him should 
balance reading with meditation.

Hence 
these projected railroads, which are supplemented by two coloniza- 
tion schemes, one for the Morona river, the other for the Pastaza, 
situated between the Zamora and Curaray, and with them forming 
the Ecuadorian connection with the Amazon. 

The main incentive for these projects is not only the Peruvian 
advance up the Putumayo and Napo rivers, but especially the Peru- 
vian project of connecting the Pacific with the Atlantic by a rail- 
road from the port of Paita to the navigable waters of the Maranon. 
The Ecuadorian projects in their turn, have undoubtedly hastened 
the Colombian scheme of connecting the Pacific via Pasto with the 
navigable waters of the Putumayo and Caqueta rivers, intended to 
check Peruvian advance and to secure connection with the Amazon 
basin and the Atlantic. There is in this grapple for the control of the 
best Pacific-Atlantic communication an immense constructive signifi- 
cance that is understood chiefly by its bearing on the Panama canal.
